London, Oct. 21—(Bulletin)— The_ 


St. Petersburg correspondent ot" the' 
Kxchange Telegraph Company asserts 
that the general btaft has received a' 
telegram reporting that the Japanese 
t re preparing to retire along the whole 
front. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 21—The official 


lists of officers killed and wounded be- 
tween October 31 and October 13, to- 
tals 172. mclading Major General Eafc- 
mski and 17 flcltl oific-ers killed.

Today the war office received the in- 


formation that General BUks and Gen- 
eral ' Morazofas' divisions each lost 
six officers. The log hanging over the

ditions. 


The wild flight of rumors continues 


In St Petersburg, the rout or capture 
of Japanese divisions or'uattalions and 
scores of guns alternating with alarm- 
ist stories of General Kuropatkin's rfe- 
treat on Mukden—all equally nntrue. 
The war office declares that there 
have been no serious developments 
since the capture of Lone Tree hill 
last Sunday, and authorizes the news- 
!>«tpci& 10 dcAi.t iiiu icpuii Uicii a Iiu?>- 
sian battalion had been annihilated in 
trying to recross the Taitse river. 


Emperor Nicholas has received no 


report from General Stoessel, the mil- 
itary commander at Port Arthur, since 
Oct. 10. 


Correspondents at the Russian front 


record a successful repulse of a night 
attack on Russian outposts in the 
early hours of Oct. 19. The Russians 
pursued the Japanese and captured a 
gun, which, under the cover of the 
fog, 
they were able to remove. 


The Sixteenth army corps will be 


the next io start for the front. This 
corps is stationed at Vitebsk and be- 
longs to the military district of Vilna, 
which is going out as a part of the 
Second Manchurian army under the 
former chief of the Vilna district. Gen- 
eral Grippenberg. The corps probably 
will leave Vilna on Nov. 8 direct for 
Harbin. 


A correspondent of the Russky Lis- 


tok sends to that paper a graphic ac- 
count of the fighting by General Bil- 
derling's corps on Oct. 12. when the 
Russian rigltt flank was broken.

ropatkin resumed the offensive yester- 
day. He took important positions to 
the right of General Kttroki's army, 
capturing two guns, 140 shells antl 55 
men.

WAITING 


Fcr Break in the Weather F.efoie Re-

Mukden, Oct.'21.—All has been quiet 


on the western front. There 
were 


isolated discharges of artillery in the 
early hours of the day, but later com- 
plete silence prevailed- There was a 
sudden attack by the Japanese at 3:25 
o'clock V.'ednesflay afternoon upon thg 
Russiin advanced position southwest 
of Mukden, held by the Thirty-fifth 
rifles, belonging to General Kondrato- 
vitch's division. Colonel Musnitsky 
BiamBtiS^^^U^^.,th^oc^mj3a.nies_tq. 
make a counter attack, and the Jap- 
anese quickly fell back, having sus- 
tained severe losses. The Russian 
casualties were three killed and 11 
wounded. The Japanese were pressed 
so hard that they were obliged to aban- 
don a gun. bearing the number .">83, 
but beforo abandoning the enn th^ 
breech lock was removed.

from each other by a fog. in which 
it is impossible to make out objects 
at a clstance of 100 paces. 
Under 


such conditions only unimportant op- 
erations are possible.such as rurprises 
and ambushes. Possibly were the 
roads in better condition the fog might 
favor movements of troops and con- 
centration at unexpscted points, but 
without question operations on a large 
scale would be too dangerous, and so 
everything has been quiet on the front.

Fifty Thousand Japs Killed. 


Chefoo, China, Oct." 21. — According 


to a camp follower who has been for 
some time with tbe Japanese army 
now^ besieging Port Arthur, and who 
is at present in Chefoo, having arrived 
from Dalny. the number of Japanese 
killed before the fcrts has reached 
50,000. He says the mikado's men 
recklessly attacked the strongest posi- 
tions, making the wildest rushes in 
masses, the soldiers being stripped of 
their accouterments and clothing. The 
result was that the Russian machine 
gans mowed them down. Ke also as- 
serts that there is some talk among 
the officers and men that lead1:; to the 
belief that the Japanese mean to try- 
to carry the inner forts and citadel 
this month. 


Brace of Engagements.

BIG MAJORITY 


In Favsr of the Compromise Canon on 


the Remarriage of Divoicfd Per- 


sons—The Vote. 


Boston. Oct. 21.—By an overwhelm- 


ing majority a compromise canon on 
the remarriage of divorced persons 
was adopted by the house of deputies 
of the Episcopal general convention, 
and if it is concurred in by the house 
of bishops the most important issue 
that has come before the present con- 
vention will be disposed of for at least 
three years. The compromise meas- 
ure, like the old law. permits the re- 
fflarriage of the innocent person in a 
divorce lor the cause of infidelity, but 
further provides that no remarriage 
shall he allowed within one year after 
a decree has been issued by a civil 
-court. Satisfactory proof of the inno 
c&nce <?' the applicant for remarriage 
must be furnished in the shape of 
court records, and after the consent 
of the bishop is obtained a clergyman 
may reCuse to perform such a cere- 
mony without subjecting himself to 
censure or discipline.
